Rise in county's 
inmate deaths 


Where are the black swans? 


DEATHS in Cambridgeshire prisons 
have more than doubled in a year to 
the highest number on record, with 
both self-inflicted injuries and natural 
causes behind the rise. 

In 2015, eight deaths of inmates 
were recorded at prisons across 
Cambridgeshire, while in 2016, the 
number jumped to 19. This was the 
highest number of deaths recorded in 
one year since modern records began 
in 1978. 

The number of deaths from natural 
causes rose from six in 2015 to 15 in 
2016. 

In 2016, 13 of these deaths involved 
people aged 50 and over, compared to 
three out of six in 2015. 

There were two self-inflicted deaths 
at Cambridgeshire prisons in 2016, up 
from one in 2015. 

Across prisons in England and Wales, 
354 deaths were recorded in 2016, a 
38 per cent rise from 257 in 2015. 

It was also the first year the number 
of deaths in prisons rose above 100. 

An ageing prison population 
in England and Wales could be 
contributing to the rise in deaths from 
natural causes. 

There were a total of 196 deaths in 
2016, up 33 per cent from 147 in 2015. 

In 2016, 20 per cent of all deaths 
in prison were of people aged 70 and 
over, compared to 10 per cent in 2006, 
and two per cent in 1996. 

For deaths from natural causes, 36 
per cent in 2016 were of people aged 
70 and over, against 19 per cent in 
2006 and six per cent in 1996.

BIRD-LOVERS are in a flap over the disappearance of 
Ely’s black swans. 

A few years ago, two black swans were regularly seen 
gliding through the reeds of the Great Ouse in Ely 

One vanished a year ago, perhaps lured by greener 
pastures - or ponds - or fallen fowl of an opportunistic 
fox. 

Its companion continued to be a regular feature on 
the waterway, but now seems to have taken flight and 
left the area. 

Concerns were raised on 
a local website about the 
birds’ disappearance. 

A survey by the Brit¬ 
ish Trust for Ornithol¬ 
ogy published five years 
ago confirmed that 36 
pairs of black swans were 
nesting wild in Britain, 
although the likelihood is 
that there are many more who 
haven’t been tagged. Ever-polluting 
waterways and diminishing natural re¬ 
serves, however, mean that much river flora and fauna 
is under threat, including swans. 

Black swans are native to Australia and were origi¬ 
nally brought to the UK as ornamental birds. Those 
gracing our rivers in the wild have either escaped 
from captivity or are descended from formerly captive 
birds. 

Although they can technically breed with white 
mute swans, this is rare. Perhaps Ely’s lone bird has 
gone looking for a mate or there may be a darker rea¬ 
son behind its disappearance.

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EXAM RESULTS 


Results delight 
for city students 


STUDENTS and staff at schools 
across Ely celebrated some top 
GCSE results this year. 

It was the first year that stu¬ 
dents had to contend with a new 
grading system of 9 to 1 for Eng¬ 
lish literature, English language 
and maths, which involve a heav¬ 
ier emphasis on exam results and 
no coursework. 

It seems like months of hard 
work paid off. 

King’s Ely saw more than half of 
grades achieved being A*s or As. 

Fifty three per cent of all GCSE 
grades achieved this year were 
A* or A (Grades 9-7) and 26 per 
cent were A*s (Grades 9-8). Sev¬ 
enty-seven per cent of students 
achieved A*-B results (Grades 
9-6) and the percentage of stu¬ 
dents who achieved A*-C results 
(Grades 9-5) was 93 per cent.

Among the star performers 
who achieved all A* or 8/9 grades 
were Abigail Hickman, who 
achieved seven A*s, one grade 9 
and two grade 8s; Timi Abioye, 
who achieved six A*s, one grade 
9 and two grade 8s; Maria Camp¬ 
bell who achieved six A*s, one 
grade 9 and two grade 8s and Elli¬ 
ott Johnson Hall who received six 
A*s and three grade 8s. 

Principal of King’s Ely Sue Free¬ 
stone, said: “We are celebrating 
some really strong individual 
performances and an increase, 
again, at the highest level of at¬ 
tainment.”

Office staff trained to take on 
guards’ role as strike threatens 


BOSSES at rail operator Greater 
Anglia are training up back office 
staff - including IT workers - to pre¬ 
pare against a potential strike by its 
guards. 

The RMT rail union has served 
notice that it will be balloting guards 
from Greater Anglia on whether or 
not to pursue industrial action over 
the proposal for train drivers to open 
and close doors. 

The operator is seeking to extend 
Driver-Only Operation (DOO) across 
its network, saying job numbers will 
not be affected. 

But the union claims driver-only 
operated trains are a threat to pas¬ 
senger safety and want guarantees 
over the role of guards, also known as 
conductors. 

Any possible strike is likely to affect 
rural services on the Greater Anglia 
network, including those travelling 
between Ely and Norwich, Ipswich 
and Cambridge. 

Richard Dean, director of train 
service delivery, explained that staff 
from around the company, includ¬ 
ing IT workers, were being called on 
to replace guards, should they go on 
strike.

“We’ve been training quite a num¬ 
ber of back office staff to carry out the 
role of the conductor to enable us to 
run as normal a service as possible,” 
he said. 

Ballot papers on both strike action 
and action short of a strike were is¬ 
sued to union members on Monday, 
August 21. The ballot will close on 
Tuesday, September 12. 

The stand-off between the opera¬ 
tor and union mirrors issues that re¬ 
cently blighted Southern Rail routes 
and caused months of misery for 
passengers. 

Greater Anglia currently has 222 
conductors and seven conductor 
managers on its network. 

These play a customer service role, 
giving advice and checking tickets. 
They also currently close train doors. 

Greater Anglia is proposing that 
drivers will take over in closing doors 
on all of its trains. 

DOO exists on 60 per cent of 
Greater Anglia trains, and it wants 
to implement the practice across the 


whole of the network to encourage 
guards to focus on assisting passen¬ 
gers. 

Mr Dean added: “It’s taking them 
away from customers at a time when 
they need help. We want to enhance 
the role of the conductor.” 

He said the operator had guaran¬ 
teed their jobs for the duration of its 
current franchise - up until 2025. 

He added: “We’ve given guarantees 
to keep our conductors and we’re 
currently recruiting more. This isn’t 
about job security, it is about mod¬ 
ernisation.” 

Mr Dean said he was “disappoint¬ 
ed” about the threat of action and 
that Greater Anglia was open to more 
talks. 

Union officials said on August 14 
that a meeting with Greater Anglia 
failed to provide them with the as¬ 
surances they had been seeking on 
the role and responsibilities of the 
guards. 

Speaking last week, RMT general 
secretary Mick Cash said: “Greater 
Anglia has been given every opportu¬ 
nity to give a guarantee on the future 
role of the guard on their services. 
They have failed to do so.”

TRAIN SPOTTERS in 

Cambridge were in for a treat 
on Monday when a steam train 
passed through the station. 

The Tornado, the first steam 
train to be built in 50 years, was 
on its August Bank Holiday 
jaunt ‘The Easterling’, taking 
passengers from King’s Cross 
for a good old fashioned day at 
the seaside in Great Yarmouth.

Police: Body cams 
make public safer 


CAMBRIDGESHIRE police spent al¬ 
most half a million pounds on body- 
worn cameras in three years - rank¬ 
ing in the top 10 highest spending 
police forces - but detectives insist 
the “invaluable” kit is “part of run¬ 
ning a modern day police force”. 

The figures, released by anti-sur¬ 
veillance pressure group Big Brother 
Watch under Freedom of Informa¬ 
tion laws, were recently published 
in a report entitled Smile you’re on 
Body Worn Camera Part II - Police. 

The report reveals the invest¬ 
ment police in the UK have made 
in equipping frontline officers with 
body-worn cameras. 

Cambridgeshire police spent a 
total of £442,370 on 917 body-worn 
cameras - equating to £482 per cam¬ 
era. 

The force was also ranked number 
10 in the top 10 highest spending po¬ 
lice forces for body-worn cameras. 

The report said that neither the 
police nor the Crown Prosecution 
Service could provide data relating 
to the use of footage in criminal pro¬ 
ceedings - making it “impossible” 
to verify the promise of improved 
convictions based on the use of the 
technology.

Big Brother Watch said police 
forces cited that the data was not 
being centrally recorded, not being 
held in an easily retrievable format, 
or simply not held at all. 

Sgt Kevin Misik of Cambridge¬ 
shire police told the News : “The 
most recent example I can think of 
where body-worn video cameras 
have proven their worth is when an 
officer was threatened with a 
needle. 

“In the defendant’s in¬ 
terview he claimed he 
didn’t do it - but it was 
all caught on camera. 

Body-worn cameras 
are also helpful in do¬ 
mestic abuse cases. 

“The person with po¬ 
lice also knows they’re go¬ 
ing to be recorded and this is 
an extra deterrent to crime. It also 
means we can monitor that officers 
deal with people appropriately. 

“It just removes any doubt over 
what’s occurred, because it’s all 
there in multicolour HD.”

Sgt Misik added: “Body-worn 
video cameras are pretty much in¬ 
valuable. Our frontline officers in 
Cambridgeshire are using them all 
the time. 

“They make the public safer and 
make the people police are dealing 
with safer.” 

When asked about the cost of 
body cameras, Sgt Misik said: “I 
don’t think it’s a massive amount of 
money, just part of the operational 
costs of running a modern day po¬ 
lice force.” 

Cambridgeshire police said 
nearly 90 per cent of people 
who took part in a survey 
believed the equipment 
was appropriate for 
officers to wear at all 
times. 

A force spokeswom¬ 
an said body-worn 
cameras had numer¬ 
ous benefits in frontline 
policing and the decision 
to purchase them took into ac¬ 
count evidence showing they help 
protect the public and police offic¬ 
ers who wore them. 

They also provided evidence to 
help prosecute offenders.

Your Guide to Moving Home 

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls. 

We suggest you tick them off as you go....

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


U Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

Q Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service? Confirm the date 
of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

D Insurance - check on your home contents 

insurance policies to ensure that you are covered 
for the move, and covered at your new address. 

Q Utilities - make arrangements for your gas and 
electricity meters (plus water meters where 
relevant) to be read and all your appliances to be 
disconnected on the day of your move. Arrange to 
take over gas and electricity at your new address, 
and make sure that all appliances will be properly 
fitted, plumbed or connected. 

D Telecommunications - Notify your telephone and 
broadband provider and ask them to make the 
necessary arrangements for a final account at your 
present address, and for taking over or installing 
telephone and broadband facilities at your new home. 

Q Post - Look into re-directing your post for a few 
months to make sure you receive all relevant 
correspondence. 

Q Children - Look into the possibility of your 
children, especially young children, staying with 
family or friends on the day of the move. 

LJ Pets - Make arrangements for any pets to be 
booked into a cattery or kennels if required. Having 
your pets microchipped is a good idea and if 
already microchipped, have the address changed 
to your new one. Your vet can advise on this.

1 WEEK TO GO: 


Delivery address - change delivery address of 
your Cambridge News, milk, groceries and fuel 
to your new address as appropriate. 

LI Laundry - do any last minute laundry that you 
can - have you arranged for a plumber to 
disconnect your washing machine correctly? 


Kitchen cupboards - go through your kitchen 
cupboards and throw out anything not in date. 
Also check that all jars and bottles are correctly 
sealed before packing. 

Q Fridges / Freezers - empty and clean out in 
preparation for moving. If you are moving a 
freezer and its contents, turn it up to maximum 
for a couple of days before you move. 

LI Valuables / documents - put these in safe 
place for moving day 


2-1 DAYS TO GO: 


Q Packing - pack a bag for overnight essentials 
and toiletries and finish all remaining packing 
into boxes. Remember to label which room 
each box is destined for. 

D Snack box - pack a box for the kitchen to 
include essentials like tea, coffee and sugar, as 
well as the kettle and mugs! Also include other 
snacks as necessary. 

Q Dismantle and disconnect - take down 
curtains, fixtures and fittings and disconnect 
white goods ready for transport. 

D Outdoor items - make sure that these are 
stacked together and ready to be moved. 

Q Mobile - place your mobile on charge the night 
before moving and ensure that all relevant 
people have your number. 


ON MOVING DAY: 


AT YOUR OLD ADDRESS: 

Q Strip beds and pack bedding and nightclothes. 
Finish packing toiletries box. 

Q Direct removal firm personnel or friends helping 
you move as to what needs to be done. 

Q Turn off electric appliances. 

LI Disconnect cooker. 

Q Turn off boiler / central heating. 

D Turn off water. 

Q Read gas meter. 

Q Read electricity meter. 

Q Secure all windows. 

Q Lock all doors. 

Q Make final checks and leave key as arranged 
with new owners. 

AT YOUR NEW HOME: 

Q Open up & have a look around the new house. 

Q Locate fuse box, gas and electric meter and 
stop cock for reference. 

Take readings on gas, electric and water meters 
as appropriate. 

LI Organise the direction of boxes to appropriate 
rooms. 

Q Check the van after all is unloaded. 

LI Make the beds up for the evening. 

Q Sit down and relax - unpack the other boxes 
the next day.

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CELEBRITY HAIRDRESSER STEVEN SMITH TAKES HANNAH STEP HENSON 
BEHIND THE SCENES IN THE WORLD OF SHOWBIZ HAIRDRESSING 


H E’S CUT, styled and 

blow-dried the hair of 
celebrities from London to 
Hollywood, from Katie 
Price, Tamara Beckwith 
and Denise Welch, to John 
Travolta. 

As an insider to the world of 
celebrity, Steven Smith has seen 
the best (and worst) of showbiz 
people; the drug-fuelled parties, 
the tantrums and the triumphs, as 
he rose to fame as a makeover artist 
during the late Nineties. 

He worked on the Lorraine Kelly 
show, transforming GMTV viewers 
into their favourite stars, even 
making over Lorraine herself, 
transforming her into movie legend 
Elizabeth Taylor. 

But his speciality was blondes. 

"I used to be known as the 
'blonde transformer' and it became 
a joke that if you stood next to me, 
you'd turn blonde," he says, 
laughing. "I was particularly good 
at transforming people into 
blondes and doing big, glamorous 
hair." 

Many of his showbiz anecdotes 
are featured in his book, It 
Shouldn't Happen To A 
Hairdresser, and actress Denise 
Welch, who has been a pal for more 
than 30 years, writes the foreword. 

He's reluctant to reveal the worst 
celebrity he's ever styled, though. 

"It very often depends on the 
mood they're in. I did Britt Ekland 
and she was appalling. She clicked 
her fingers at me and asked me to 
tie her shoe. I couldn't believe what 
I was hearing. I just said, 'Certainly, 
your majesty' and everybody in the 
room burst out laughing, but she 
didn't quite understand why it was 
so funny." 

He also recalls his encounters 
with a young Katie Price, then 
known as Jordan, who had a foul 
mouth and forthright attitude, and 
often battled with him over her 
hairstyles. 

"One day I did this look for her 
which looked like RuPaul's love 
child - it was so big - and she loved 
it. She liked big hair, not a 
girl-next-door, softer look." 

"Katie's wonderful, 
amazing. She managed to 
take straw and spin it into 
gold," he continues. "She 
took exhibitionism and 
very little talent and it 
made her a huge star. 

Working with her was 
interesting, because you 
never knew who you were 
getting. 

"There were two 
different personalities - 
one minute she would be 
adorable and the next 
minute Jordan would kick 
in, the exhibitionist would come 
out and she'd want attention." 

He recalls styling Denise Van 
Outen's hair on numerous 
occasions during her early career, 
when she was on The Big Breakfast, 
and claims he was blanked by her 
at an after-show party when he 
went to congratulate her on her 
first night as Roxie Hart in Chicago 
in London's West End.

Another time, he recalls being 
asked to do the hair of some of the 
stars of Baywatch, including The 
Hoff. 

"David Hasselhoff was incredibly 
two-faced. One minute he was 
calling himself a vegetarian and the 
next he was calling for a full English 
breakfast. Those people are not 
difficult, but they are interesting." 

After working in numerous 
London salons, Steven spent eight 


years in Los Angeles, working in 
up-market locations including 
Rodeo Drive, going to celebrity 
parties where he'd mix with the 
likes of Madonna and Kelly Le 
Brock, and living a glamorous life. 

"I blow-dried [Barbra] Streisand's 
hair and John Travolta's hair. I hung 
out with a lot of them. It was an 
interesting time." 

He says the attitude to 
hairdressing in Beverly Hills was 


completely different to that of the 
UK. 

"We were very technical in the 
UK. We were interested in the 
graduated bob and how the hair 
was going to condition. Over there, 
if you said to a high-profile client, 
'It’s going to be a graduated bob 
with some soft highlights,' they'd go, 
'What?' They just wanted to show 
you a picture of Flamingo Road or 
Dynasty, and that was what they 
wanted. 

"There's a saying, 'It’s a comb, not 
a wand!' They might pull a picture 
out of Demi Moore in Ghost and 
say, 'I want it cut short like that] but 
it was at the time that Roseanne 
Barr had the same haircut, and 
they never pulled out a picture of 
her." 

Hairdressing has become a 
science now, he reflects. 

"You see these girls on TOWIE 
and other reality shows, and the 
girls' hair is a coiffured 
masterpiece. They've got hair 
extensions that have been bleached 
within an inch of their life stuck in 
their head. It takes hours to put 
them in. Then they've got colour. 

"The maintenance on them is 
unbelievable. It's become a 
completely different craft. 

"You see The Real Housewives Of 
Cheshire and they’ve got these 
amazing hairdos, but all the bits 

and pieces take a lot of work." 
Steven, who is now a 
part-time hairdresser, still 
writes on beauty and 
showbiz, and follows hair 
trends. 

"A lot are going in for 
graduated bobs, which 
have made a huge 
k ‘ comeback. Extensions are 
terribly popular. Women 
want to look as glamorous as 
possible." 

And there is one woman 
whose hair he would love to 
cut - Theresa May. 

"I'd give her hair a good razor 
cut, make it look a bit more 
approachable. If you put some 
lowlights in and created a softer, 
sexier look, more people would 
warm to her."

DID YOU SEE MELODY? by Sophie Hannah,

SOPHIE HANNAH can 
do crime novels - she 
is responsible for 
filling the shoes of 
Agatha Christie and 
bringing back Poirot. 

But with Did You See 
Melody? she takes a 
twisty plot, revs it up a 
gear with witty dialogue and 
delivers a psychological thriller. 

At first it seems a friendly tale of 
escapism, but the novel quickly 
pivots once Cara Burrows glimpses 
Melody Chapa - a young girl who is 
believed to be dead and whose 
parents are currently behind bars 
charged with her murder. 

As Cara's holiday spirals into 
danger, Hannah inserts long 
sections of TV manuscripts, blog 
posts and diary entries to provide 
details of the Melody Chapa case. 
These can feel convoluted; but the 
tension builds steadily throughout 
to a last line which is guaranteed to 
plunge readers into uncertainty.

BOOKSELLER Lydia's 
dull world is turned 
upside down after a 
young man commits 
suicide in her shop 
leaving a box of 
books.

Can she finally find the killer and 
come to terms with the past? 
Award-winning short story writer 
Matthew Sullivan's debut novel is a 
cleverly constructed thriller with 
enough twists to keep readers 
guessing (almost) until the end. 

The grim storyline focuses on the 
dark side of human passion, and 
the description of the gruesome 
murder is not for the faint-hearted 
- but the feisty heroine and the 
horrid family secrets revealed layer 
by layer make this a compelling 
read.

Swede dreams

T HE Scandinavians seem to 
have special words for 
everything and we love 
adopting them - from that 
old Swedish favourite, 
smorgasbord, to newcomers, such 
as the Danish hygge. 

The one that will soon be on 
everyone's lips has to be "fika'' - 
coffee and cakes to be taken any 
time, anywhere. 

A well-known Swedish home 
store has a cafe called Fika, in which 
customers can take a break from 
negotiating its labyrinthine layout. 

But visiting Gothenburg and West 
Sweden, I learned that the best 
place for fika is in a sea kayak. 

I set out to experience the region's 
coastal lifestyle and cuisine and the 
view from the plane, approaching 
Gothenburg, revealed a stunning 
coastline, dotted with islands and 
bays. 

Just over an hour-and-a-half's 
drive up the coast is Fiskebackskil, 
in Bohuslan province, a pretty 
former fishing village - now mostly 
holiday homes - where we were 
staying in Slipens, a new hotel with 
cool Scandi decor in a 100-year-old 
shipyard. 

(A handy tip on pronun¬ 
ciation that I picked up is "k” 
and "sk" are sometimes 
pronounced as "sh”.. and 
sometimes not.) 

Slipens also runs the 
excellent Brygghuset seafood 
restaurant, featuring the 
Swedish staple, herring, in 
numerous tasty guises. After 
a delicious buffet lunch we 
headed out to Grundsund, a 
couple of miles along the 
coast where we were booked in for 
our kayak trip. 

Christina Ingemarsdotter of Kajak 
i Grundsund has been paddling 
kayaks for 40 years and clearly loves 
it just as much now as when she first 
picked up a paddle. 

After a land-based lesson and a 
practice paddle around the harbour 
using muscles we didn't even know 
we had, we headed out to sea. The 
wind had got up and we paddled 
hard to get into the lee of the 
numerous small islands of smooth, 
pink granite, rising from the water 
like great hippos' backs. 

Once in the calmer water we 
could enjoy the peace and beauty of 
the area, the sea-level opening up a 
completely different perspective on 
life and the landscape. 

We finally pulled over to the rocks 
for fika, looking for a likely picnic 
spot - or even a cafe - until Chris¬ 
tina threw open the hatch on her 
kayak to reveal a flask of coffee and 
a bowl of cinnamon buns. 

What better way to enjoy fika than 
floating gently on the water with sea 
and rocks around us and starfish 
visible in the clear water beneath? 

Once back at Fiskebackskil, 
another feast of fish lay ahead in 
Brygghuset, which also has a whisky 
bar with 1,500 malts - another 


reason, if you needed one - to stay. 

My otherwise perfect sleep was 
broken by a dramatic light at 4.30am 
and a stunning sunrise - prelude to 
a clear, sunny day. 

From Fiskebackskil it's a short 
ferry hop to Lysekil, where Lars 
Marstone and Adriaan Von Plasse 
run mussel safaris on their 67-year- 
old boat. We sailed, happily soaked 
by the waves, until we reached 
Lars's idyllic island, where his wife, 
Majvor, was waiting. 

While Adriaan cooked up mussels 
in wine, cream and chopped veg, 
Lars opened some oysters - which

divers harvest by hand - as fresh as 
they come. Of course the meal was 
finished with a fika. 

Lysekil is also home to the Havets 
Hus aquarium, where you can see 
and touch some of the local species 
of sealife and learn about the 
valuable efforts to preserve their 
habitats and restock the waters. 

Back at Fiskebackskil, we checked 
in at the Gullmarsstrand spa hotel 
with its waterside yoga studio and a 
hot tub on the jetty, where you can 
relax before plunging into the 
sea for an invigorating 
swim before returning 
to the tub to enjoy the 
all-over tingle of the 
hot water. Finish off 
with a sauna and 
shower and you're 
ready for anything. 

Sitting and 
watching the sun set 
over the water as 
children fished from the 
jetty was the perfect end to 
an excellent meal at the hotel 
restaurant and to our all-too short 
stay on the coast. 

We were heading to the city, and 
Gothenburg proved the perfect 
place for a city break, with its old 
"long streets'' just west of Linnega- 
tan, that have gone from being a 
rough, edgy part of town to a hub of 
stylish shops, hipster bars, court¬ 
yard cafes and designer shops for 
anyone seeking some Scandi chic. 

Also reinvented, the excellent 


Comfort Hotel looks out over the 
harbour and ferry terminal and has 
a deservedly popular rooftop bar 
with the best views in town. 

Like some of our own large ports, 
Gothenburg has had to reinvent 
itself after the loss of its shipbuild¬ 
ing industry, becoming a cultural 
and hi-tech hub - a far cry from its 
early days as a fortified trading 
colony with walls to keep out the 
marauding Danes. 

The 17th century moats are now 
peaceful canals, where 
boats will take you on a 
sightseeing tour 
around the old city 
and out into the 
river Gota. You 
could even paddle 
round in a kayak 
- fika not 

provided, although 
the local Hagabullen 
(a Frisbee-sized 
cinnamon bun) would 
be ideal. The city's 
beautiful botanic gardens offer a 
space to recharge your batteries 
with a spectacular rose garden and 
the palm house - built in 1878 and 
inspired by Crystal Palace - filled 
with exotic plants and cacti. 

Back on the seafood theme, the 
Michelin-starred Sjomagasinet, a 
short ferry ride down the river, 
provided an unforgettable water¬ 
front meal - as unforgettable as the 
rest of this beautiful part of the 
world. 
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Pink granite rocks overlook the 
sea in Lysekil, above, and Haga 
Nygata street, Gothenburg, 
below, a hipster hotspot

NUMBER'S UP: The new 67-plate 
registration is due out soon 


WE'RE on the eve of another 
round of the orgy of madness and 
delusion that is the new plate 
registration and I want to focus on 
something it puts into stark relief — 
depreciation. 

think of just about anything you 
put sizeable chunks of money into, 
such as your mortgage or pension 
and, all things being equal, they 
should go up in value over time. 
But not your car. 

Fair enough, a car is used and 
so simple wear and tear means 
it will be worth less when you 
come to sell it, but I cannot think 
of any other consumer item we 
buy which has such rapid and 
expensive depreciation as the four 
wheels sitting in your drive. 

And with the imminent arrival of 
the 6 7-pi ate registration, the latest 
in this twice-a-year change we've 
have had since the T-plate arrived 


in 1999, I think it is long overdue 
for someone to ask the question 
- is it really doing any favours to 
either the consumer or the trade? 

In any given year perhaps as 
many as a third of the registrations 
happen in March and September 
with a lull before and after them. 

In recent years March has 
averaged around 400,000 cars, 
September slightly less, but 
together they still account for 
about one in three new cars sold 
in a 12-month period. 

Depending on who you talk 
to, a rough guestimate leads 
to the conclusion that perhaps 
as many as a fifth of all new 
cars registered are not actually 
bought by a customer but taken 
as demonstrators, 'manager's 
specials' or whatever. It doesn't 
seem to matter so long as they get 
a number plate and are in paper 


terms, sold. But then, of course, 
they instantly become second 
hand. 

In simple terms, far too many 
cars are chasing far too few 
customers but these ruses are a 
way for dealers to hit the sales 
targets set by their manufacturers 
and qualify for the bonuses which 
provide such a big part of their 
income. 

But put that third of annual 
registrations and that fifth of cars 
with no real owner and you have 
the ingredients for huge and 
instant depreciation, not just on 
those cars but on all the ones now 
sitting in your driveway. 

Don't believe me? Well, the 
other day I did a short exercise 
looking at nearly new cars which 
are on sale within 10 miles of 
where I live and here are just a 
few examples I found. 


A Volvo XC90 2.0 TD with just 
35 miles on at £49,000 which is 
some £6,500 off its list price. A Jag 
XE 2.0 diesel R-Sport auto with 11 
miles under its wheels, £30,584 
against £35,285 brand new. 

Take the other end of the 
market where in a few minutes I 
found a Dacia Sandero Stepway, 
not a bad family car, with just 10 
miles and on at £10,290 against 
£11,795 or a Vauxhall Adam 1.2 
Energised with 10 miles and on at 
£10,500 against £14,725. 

It just shows the level and scale 
of depreciation which ultimately, 
anyone buying a new car has to 
fund. 

And every time there is a new 
registration the ones with the 
previous plate lose more value. 

So why do we do it twice a 
year and does anyone think it is 
working in the consumer's favour?

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Quality counts for the 
new-look Qashqai 



F ROM pencil line to production 
line, the Nissan Qashqai is as 
British as they come. 

Conceived at Nissan's design studio 
in London, engineered at its technical 
centre atCranfield in Bedfordshire 
and built at the Nissan factory in 
Sunderland, the Qashqai has made 
millions for UK pic. 

Since it first appeared 10 years 
ago some 2.3 million have been 
made, most have been exported and 
450,000 snapped up in Britain. 

It's our favourite crossover and 
last month was number three in the 
nation's Top 10 new car sales charts, 
pipped to the post only by the Ford 
Focus and VW Golf - both of which 
are made in Germany. 

Now there's a new Qashqai on 
the way with the second generation 
model - launched in 2014 - getting a 
heavy facelift inside and out. 

As mid-life makeovers go the 
changes are radical and see the 
latest Qashqai with sharper lines, a 
reshaped bonnet and grille and some 
shiny body highlights. 

There's also a new range topper in 
the form of a Tekna+ model which 
comes with Nappa leather upholstery 
in a distinctive 3D pattern, a high-end 
Bose sound system and a sporty- 
looking D-shaped steering wheel. 

In such guise it is now possible 
to spend more than £30,000 on a 


Qashqai - a far cry from the £23,249 
it cost to get behind the wheel of the 
poshest Qashqai back in 2007. 

Back then the range started from a 
shade under £13,500. Now it kicks 
off at £19,295 but what's onboard 
is light years ahead and the latest 
Qashqai is still a pacesetter. 

The Qashqai Tekna+ 1.5-litre 
diesel tips the scales at £30,325 and 
that includes a Vivid Blue metallic 
paint job which accentuates the new 
car's lines a treat. 

For a family hatch-cum-SUV the 
cabin is very upmarket - albeit it 
overly black and that included the 
headlining - and the seats, taken from 
a specification devised by NASA are 
exceptionally comfortable. 


There's carbon-effect trim in the 
dash, chrome handles on the doors 
and the technology features the latest 
generation of the NissanConnect 
system which uses a seven-inch 
touchscreen for full connectivity and 
satellite navigation. 

The Bose digital sound system 
is genuinely impressive with eight 
speakers front and rear. The tonal 
quality is quite exceptional, even at 
motorway speeds. 

Other smart technology includes 
automatic emergency braking, 
automated parking, cross traffic 
sensors when reversing and an auto 
hold function with the electronic 
parking brake. 

On the road it feels sharper to 


handle than the previous Qashqai 
and noise levels have been improved 
although mechanically there is little 
difference. 

The 1.5-litre diesel is well proven 
across the Nissan-Renault Alliance 
and with 110ps on tap results in 0 to 
60 time of 11.9 seconds, a maximum 
of 113mphg and an official fuel return 
of 74.3mpg with emissions of 99g/km 
no matter what size of wheel is fitted 
- and the Tekna+ sat on 19-inch rims. 

We saw an average of 51.9 to the 
gallon which is well acceptable for a 
family car. 

The Bose set up eats into the 
luggage space a little and the Tekna+ 
has a boot of 401 litres extending to 
1,569 - about a rucksack less than 
you'll get in other grades of Qashqai. 

As before, it is well composed and 
behaves without issue either in traffic 
or when cruising which makes the 
Qashqai an exceptional all-rounder. 

Few cars can hit the mark in such 
fashion and with the current trend 
for upmarket models, breaking 
the £30,000 barrier will prove no 
obstacle. 

Indeed, Nissan calculates that 
almost half of all Qashqais sold in 
the next few months will be high 
specification models. 

Without doubt, the Qashqai's rein 
as king of the crossovers looks set to 
continue for many a year to come. 


New Airstream 
caravans are 
again a big pull 

THE American Airstream brand 
will officially relaunch in the UK 
at October's Motorhome and 
Caravan Show 2017, the UK's 
largest leisure vehicle show. 

After a couple of years' 
absence, Airstream returns with 
the appointment of a new UK 
distributor. 

Three new models for the UK 
include the flagship four-berth 
Colorado retailing at £99,195, 
as well as the smaller Yukon and 
Missouri models. 

Manufactured since the 1930s, 
70 per cent of Airstreams made 
are still in use around the world, 
with celebrity owners including 
Brad Pitt, Colin Farrell, Tom 
Hanks, Sandra Bullock and 
Matthew McConaughey. 

It is estimated that almost £2 
billion was spent on caravan 
holidays across Great Britain in 
2016, with over 50 million nights 
spent in caravans each year. 

The industry employs some 
130,000 people and there are 
over 1.7 million caravaners and 
motorhomers in the UK. 

An estimated 555,000 touring 
caravans, 205,000 motorhomes 
and over 300,000 caravan 
holiday homes are in use in the 
UK. 

The Motorhome and Caravan 
Show 2017 runs from October 
17 to 22 at Birmingham's NEC. 

Tickets are on sale now. 


Car thieves get smart with new technology 


IT was just too good to last - the 
car thieves are wising up after a 
period of being frustrated by modern 
technology. 

Gone are the days of the hot wire 
nasties who could make your car 
disappear in seconds. 

Now criminals are more likely to be 
computer savvy, warns vehicle tracing 
experts Tracker. 


Recent reports indicate an 
increasing new trend in vehicle theft 
termed 'relay attack', that allows 
criminals to overcome existing 
vehicle security technology, such 
as immobilisers and keyless entry 
systems. 

This new style attack uses a relay 
device and involves two criminals 
working together. 


One stands near the car being 
targeted and the other stands near the 
front door of the owner's home to get 
in range of the key fob - often left on 
hallway tables or kitchen worktops. 

The device then picks up the key 
fob signal from inside the house and 
relays it to the car. Using this method, 
thieves are then able to drive away in 
a stolen vehicle in a matter of seconds.
